The importance of personal loan 
companies and the vital contribu­ 
tion they make toward the mainte­ 
nance of our national prosperity 
will be thoroughly demonstrated 
during 1931. From a few scattered 
companies the lending of small 
sums has grown Into an industry 
that lent more than $500,000,000 to 
3,000,000 families last year. The 
vast amount of credit created by 
the distribution of this sum among 
the merchants of the nation attests 
to the importance of this rapidly 
growing industry. 
Whether business conditions will 
Improve or continue their present 
trend depends largely upon that 80 
per cent of the country’s families 
who have no bank credit. These 
families pay a major portion of the 
nation’s annual food bill of $24,- 
000,000JKK), yet they earn an average 
of but $2,000 annually. They re­ 
ceive and spend a considerable por­ 
tion of our national Income of more 
than $90,000,000,000. yet it is this 
80 per cent that annually borrows 
more than $500,000,000 from the 
personal finance industry. These 
loans are made principally to fur­ 
nish the family-with funds during 
an emergency such as illness. 
In periods of business depression, 
such as we have experienced during 
past months, the wage earners of 
these families suffer greatly from 
unemployment. 
It is a peculiarity 
of such periods, however, that the 
maximum financial pinch comes 
not during the actual time of un­ 
employment, but rather In the first 
weeks 
of 
re-employment. It 
is 
when employment is resumed that 
collection pressure becomes embar­ 
rassing. Then credit with 
mer­ 
chants becomes strained because 
past due debts cannot be paid in 
full out of the first pay envelopes. 
When that time comes personal fi­ 
nance companies are the source of 
supplementary credit for this vast 
mass of consumers. Without bank­ 
able collateral or indorsers, hus­ 
band and wife can go to such com­ 
panies for both funds and financial 
guidance. 
The real need for an adequate 
system of lending to provide for the 
needs of this large portion of our 
population is best proved by the 


fact that bunk credit is available 
to less than 20 per cent of the na­ 
tion. By providing the other 80 per 
cent with immediate funds, the per­ 
sonal finance companies can hasten 
the return of good business. With 
Tunds from such agencies families 
pay the numerous merchants that 
supply their everyday needs and in 
turn these merchants find that 
“frozen credits” have become liquid 
cash. The sum borrowed from the 
finance company is repaid in small 
monthly installments based on the 
borrower’s earnings. 
Although of minor importance 
when considered individually, the 
family functions like the large in­ 
dustrial corporation and needs a 
certain amount of capital to oper­ 
ate successfully. When thousands 
are unemployed or under-employed, 
this small organization, the family, 
buys only the bare necessities and 
as its savings dwindle even these 
purchases decrease. As a result, 
store sales and earnings decline, 
manufacturers decrease production 
and Wall Street talks about "the 
depression.” 
Until recent years the family** 
emergency borrowing was attended 
by considerable embarrassment for 
the season that only producer loans 
were considered sound and aff leg­ 
islation tended to be in their favor 
and consequently limited 
lending 
to consumers. However, borrowing 
always has been necessary to wage 
earners and has Increased in vol­ 
ume In spite of these conditions 
As Industrial civilization continue- 
to increase the distance between the 
family and the production of its ne­ 
cessities. the need of supplementary 
credit to fill in periods of emergen­ 
cy is highly intensified. The na­ 
tion’s business, social service and 
political leaders have begun to re­ 
cognize the need of the average 
family for recourse to small loan1 
and the personal finance companies 
are rapidly gaining a place of ut- 
iriT>st importance in our economic 
existence. Tile sums lent by th er­ 
eon) pa oles last year helped many 
families whose incomes had been 
cut 
off 
and during the cominK 
twelve months will take an even 
larger part in hastening payment 
of family indebtedness and acceler­ 
ating business recovery.
